Against these acts and the intolerable 
oppressions of which they are the fore- 
runners, the people of the State—Demo- 
crats and Conservative Republicans alike 
—are appesling to Congress tor protec- 
tion. A petition. to that effect, headed by 
the Chairman ot the Republican Execn- 
tive Committee, the Chairman of the 
Democratic Committeegand many other 
gentlemen prominent in both parties, is 
now circulating through the State. 

This petition is the most affecting reci- 
tal that has yet appeared in American 
politics—iar more so than any petitton our 
fathers ever sent to the British Parliament. 
It protests chiefly against a militia law 
which enables the Governor to suspend all 
the functions of civil government and rule 
the State with drum-head courts-martial; 
against the establishment of a gens darm- 
erie system empowered to make arrests all 
over the State at the Governor’s command; 
against enabling acts by means of which 
the Governor has personal control over 
every official in the State; against registra- 
tion and election laws designed to perpet- 
vate the power of an oligarchy, and 
against corrupt legislation which makes 
the new State government cost the people 
$10,000,000 annually when their former 
State expenses have averaged about 
$500,000. 

Under the militia law, which creates a 
State guard and a reserve militia, the Gov- 
ernor is the commander of the military 
forces of the State; he appoints all the 
officers; he selects even the privates of the 
State guard; he disburses without check 
or limit all the funds arising under the 
bill, which will amount to hundreds ot 
thousands of dollars, as thousands of the 
peuple will pay even the enormous ex- 
emption of fifteen dollars per annum to 
avoid military service; he can de- 
clare martial law, and suspend the 
laws upon a breach of the peace, or 
imminent danger thereof; he can, at 
his discretion, levy and assess taxes in 
whole or in part upon any county upon 
which he may inflict mariial law, and col- 
lect and disburse the same at his own will; 
he can try and executethe free citizens 01 
‘the State by courts-martial and military 
commissions compesed.ot his own erea- 
tures ; he can depose jadges; he can sus- 
pend the writ of habeas corpus, and make 
eivil officers subservient to the military; 
and this military not drawn from the body 
of the people . but selected, pices and 
privates by himself, 

‘The State police act establishes, in con- 
rection with the militia system, the most 
enormous engine for bleek-mailiag, badg- 
ering and harassing a people that ever 
accompanied a civilized despotiam. Two 
bundred and twenty-five privates; paid 
$60 per month, and a retinue ot officers, 
whose pay ranges up to $125 per month, 
constitute thistorce. Besides regular pay, 
they are allowed mileage, &. We find 
by reading the police act, that these men 
may be employed as detectives, and are 
responsible only to the Governor; that 
they are invested with the authority be- 
-longimg.te all peace officers, thus making 
them judicial as well as executive; that 
their jurisdiction is co-extensive with 
the State, and that they can act inde 
pendently of and in spite of the local 
peace officers. There is also another in- 
sidious power conferred upon the Execu- 
tive in this act in making all the executive 
officers of the counties and municipalities 
of the State a part of this force and 
directly. responsible to the Executive, and 
their tenure of office dependent on his will. 
Whilat the standing army act gives the 
Executive regal powęr over the civil lib- 
erties of the people, this act destroys the 
sacredness of the household by permitting 
him to send broadcast through the land a 
band ot spies and detectives. to worm 
themselves into the confidence of men and 
drag them off to prison, 

We have not space to portray all the 
hideous machinery of this Texas despot- 
ism. We believe that it is the most hein- 
ous legislation that ever menaced the 
freedom and peace of any people outside 
of Asia. The rest is all of a piece with 
that we give above. The “enabling act,” 
so-called, ignores all constitutions, State 
and Federal, and niakes all the civil off- 
cers of the State dependent upon the nod 
and beck of the Governor. The elec- 
tion laws give him and the ad- 
venturers about hiw ample power to 
prolong theit sway in spite of that popu- 
lar disgust which he is armed to punish.

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DETAILS OF THE WRISSENBURG BATTLE. 

The Journal Du Bas Rhine gives the follow- 
ing account of the battle of Weissenburg: 
The 74th and Soth regimen‘s of the Hne, the 
6th batallion of the foot Chasseurs, a regi- 
ment of Turcos and another of mounted 
Chasseurs were encamped in the environs of 
Weissenburg, and skirmishers sent forward to 
reconnoitze and had not seen any enemy and 
did not expect an attack. In the morning at 
day-break suddenly a vigorous can- 
ponading was heard, and the Germaa troops, 
consisting of en immense force of artillery, 
cavalry and infantry, showed themselves on the 
heights of Schivengen, the first Bavarian 
village on the frontier. Bombs fell upon 
Weissenburg and set fire to the barracks, and 
afterward other buildings. The meu of the 
50th were about to take their morning meal, 
when bullets began assailiug them lu their 
camp. Gen. Douay then ordered an advance, 
and the soldiers, leaving their “encampment, 
cast down their knapeacks, which 
they were beginning to buckle on, and threw 
themselves Into the fight. Tue French troops 
had three pieces of caonon, whilst the enemy 
had formidable artillery, which sent bombs 
and shelle into the midst of their ranks. The. 
French soldiers soaght shelter behind farms 
near Weissenburg. but the enemy's cannon 
very so dislodged: them, and they were 
borne down by the number of Germats, who 
iecreased continually. The Turcos fought 
hke Hons, They charged the enemy 
with the bayonet, but they were mowed 
down with grape. Two regiments of the line 
performed prodigies of valor. Both officers 
and men suffered cruel losses. A terrible 
piece of news, that of the death of General 
Douay, also disturbed the soldiers. 
He had been killed, and General De Mont- 
marie wounded. The Germans fired unceas- 
ugly with their numerous pieces upon the 
French troops on houses and on farm build- 
ings, burning everything withie range. In 
the midst of the battle a detachment of the 
line, ignorant of what was going on, arrived 
by rail to rejoin its regiment. The train

The 
gupners attached to the French cannon which 
fell inte the hands of the Prussians were ali 
killed, alter seeing their horses fail dead from 
the bullets of the enemy and the wheels of 
their carriages smashed by cannon balls. 

Gen. Abel Douay was hit by twe balls: one 
passed through the shoulder and the other 
struck him in the breast.
